Manitoba and Railways, 

Alluding to tho progress boiDg mftdo 
by tho .Northern Pacific Railway, tho 
Manitoban thinks tho lino will oross 
Bed River about twolvo miles north of 
Georgetown; ond that from that poiut 
tho Btoamora International and Mani- 
toba will mako semi-weekly trips to 
Port Garry; ond it is to this our con- 
temporary thinks Governor Archibald 
roferred in his spoooh in opening the 
Logislativo Connoii,whou he congratula- 
ted Parliament on " steam communica- 
tion within a your, partly by boat and 
partly by rail, botwoon this province 
and the rest of the continent." Our 
Winnipeg contemporary does not, how. 
over, appear at all disposed to rest cons 
tent with any such arrangement. No- 
thing Bhort of a branob lino to Fort 
Garry, a project which it thinks ought 
to bo encouraged by tho Joint Hiyh 
Commission at Washington and by lib. 
oral subsidy on the purt of Canada. 
Such an international arrangement, it 
thinks, would not differ from tho ex- 
tension of the Grand Trunk through

tion of such a scheme it ho 



tho line completod to Fort Garry by mid- 
summer of 1872. In this our contem- 
porary is not out of harmony with some 
Canadian BtateBmen of lossor grasp. In 
lookiug ovor tho debates which took 
plaoe in the Senate upon the resolutions 
for tho admission of British Columbia, 
we find such men as tbo Hon Mr Litcl- 
lier do St. Just advocating " that, Brit- 
ish Columbia as well as Manitoba ould 
comparatively be placod in communica- 
tion with tbo Dominion at a very in- 
significant outlay; firBt, by the opening 
ol a link between Fort Gurry and Pem 
biDa whero the Amerioan Pacific Rail- 
way will have an extension in a very 
short time from thin, and secondly, by 
building a link on tbo shores of the 
Pacific from British Calumbia to tho 
Northern Pucifio Railway, which tho 
Americans arc now building; affording 
to our two sinter colonies tho advantages 
of mutual communication, and of par- 
taking of all the advantages of the 
great railway networks of the United 
States and of Canada." Now, Mr Lit- 
eller de Si. Just, and one or two other* 
who coucidod with his views, might 
have maao their "cheap and nasty" 
sotiome still more oheiip had tuey point- 
ed out that " a link on the shores of the 
Pacific trom British Columbia to tho 
Northern Pacific Railway »' is rendered 
unnecessary trom the fact that both 
Victoria and Now Westminster are 
within a lew bourn oasy steam of where 
the American line must torminatei But 
we mo>t outirely agree wUh tbo Post- 
master General, the Minister of Marino 
and others who sided with tbem in the 
Senate, in disproving of any such 
doubtful expedient. We could roadi.y 
understand Annexationist!! and fools en 
tertaining suoh a scheme; for it would 
indeed be difficult to hit on one bettor 
adapted to the work of Americanizing 
tho Northwest and Brltisu Columbia, 
If Canada doet not fool herself adequate 
to the task of binding together by 
means of an ioteroooauic railway all her 
enormous possessions wtst of tho Great 
Lakes, she had better at once abandon 
tbo idea of empire; lor no weaker bond 
will suffice to hold theso possession* 
togother. There must be no paltering 
bore. Tho exigences of tho case admit 
of noquestiou — will endure no hesita- 
tion or delay. A bold national policy 
and prompt and decisive action; or com- 
plete failure and final abandonment aro 
now tho solo alternative Nay, more, 
if Canada and ihe paront empire to- 
gether cannot, or, what is praotieully the 
eamo thing, will not take advontago ol 
tho present flood-tido of wostward em- 
pire, it will be as well to withdraw the 
Union-Jack from this continent; and 
tho Boouer Cauadu and Great Britain 
are thoroughly convinced of this, il 
haply they aro not already convinced, 
the better will it be for all partiee.

The leading princi-Vuv "Vri ur craft n thai 
of fraternity witL;Vi to bn.thor who be- 
longs to il.wluitev'^&s 4 8 race and nation to 
which he holda allegiance, and tlureloie it 
Will not bo wonderful that America should 
ho willing to greet with a fraternal welcome 
any foreigner who might oome among ilium. 
Bat, air, I do not feel that hero in tne 
Uuited States I ought io call my«elf a for- 
eigner, [ Long-continnod applause J 

1 am couBtantly forgetting that 1 am not 
at home, and wh.lo it la true that our Iraler 
nity extends boyood tho bonds of nationality, 
il is no leas true upon ovory MbsooIo prin- 
oipla that tho ties wbiob oaght to bind Am- 
erican and English Masons are of a peculiar 
olaae aDd dear character, for, sir, they would 
greatly err who thought tho fruterntiy ol 
Masonery was an order which made iceu for- 
get their patriotism. 

I believe that all true Masons a.o inspir- 
ed by ibo warrneBt leelingi of patriotism. It 
was through tho brethren of oar anoient fro- 
torntty in England that tho Masons ol Ihe 
United Slates obtained their first onarlor BOd 
that added ouo more to the many hub, by 
wbioh American and Eogliab Masons are 
bound toother. 

Sir, tba remarks wbioh you bate mode 
this ovoniog, the ipeoobr * 10 which wo havo 



istened, and particularly the remarks which 
you bavo made to us in another place, have, 
in respect to the ties which bind together the 
two countries left very little for mo to say. 
But 1 am reminded of an old Eaglisb oleot- 
ioc story, which is oonneciod with the name 
of Burke, who, going out to orgno with an 
opponent, was so uloqueol that his opponent 
refrained to essay a roply luriher than to 
exclaim : ' I say ditto.' [Applauso and laugh* 
ter.] 

As it is, sir, I have so little to say on that 
part ol tho subject (hat 1 say ' ditto ' to Ihe 
Most Worshiplul Grand Master. Yes, sir, 
it is true that we bavo tbe same history. It 
is true we bolong to tho same ancestry and I, 
theroforo, say it is not etrange that you 
should have been pleased to acoord to mo, 
ns the representative of English Masonry io 
ibis oountty, a warm and cordial reception. 

Tbe first Lodge warrauts in this country 
bear tho data of England, and that country 
has not forgotten tbe mighty and glorious 
empire which has sprung from her loins, 
[Applauae nod cheers.] If I am permitted 
and if I have rightly interpreted the meaning 
of the kindness which you havo shown to 
me to-day, I shall carry with me recolleo- 
iioo8 of the deepest gratitude. I shall take 
back with mo to my own Giaud Lodge the 
account of the occurrences iiere to-nigbt, 
ond I am confident when 1 relate tbem they 
will be received with but one fueling in that 
distant Masonic ntscmbly — a feeling of an 
oaroeet desire that wo might see moro and 
know moro in England and in English Ma- 
sonic circles of this country and of the Mo- 
sonio Order of tho United States. And I 
am tempted to take back wiib mo aorosB the 
Atlantic another recollection nut parely Ma* 
sonic — to take book wilb me tho rocolleotioo 
and to mention it whore I know it will be 
received with great p'enBure, of the manner 
io which was received tho touBi given to my 
illustrious sovereign. And another pleas- 
ant reoolleetion will be tbo thought of having 
sat at tbo right hand of one who woro tbo 
scarf of Washington and that a gavel of tho 
firBt President of tho United States was 
used on tbe occasion [applause]. 

I oan tr.ly say the memory of this day 
will not easily fade from my mind. 1 be« 
lieve that it is ol ihe highest interest for 
the civilization of the world ibat there 
should be tbe closes! and most intimate 
anion between the two Governments. [Ap« 
plause long continued.] If it should be the 
guod fortune of my life to contiibute to that 
rrsnlt I shall bo happy.' [Greeted with ap- 
plause as bo took bis seat and there was 
musio by the band ]

(Bsloro Chief Justice Ilogbio.) 

The Queen Clitirljtte Coal Mining Company, 
[limited] in liquidation V3 Buusler and Story 
Trustees of Mrs llounalow. 

This was an application on boh a I {' of tbo 
Truatoos, liunstor and Story, to bare their 
names lakon oft' the list of contributors, thejr 
being simply Truateos and having no beuelii 
eial interest in tbo matter. 

Tho Attorney General instructed by Mr Bishi 
op appeared for the applicants ; Mr Johnson 
for Mrs Hounalow, and Mr Drake for tho liqui- 
dators. 

After an argumont lasting tho wbolo day His 
Lordship held that tho parties, although only 
Trustees, wero liablo for a certain amount 
contracted previous to March, 1879, if the 
shareholders did not pay up— but thoy would 
not be liable (or debts contracted subsequent 
to Maroh, 1870. His Lordship also stated that 
he was aorry to coma to such a decision, as 
they personally ought not to have been on thu 
list at all; bat he was bound to follow the law.

Europe. 

Bkhlin, May 5 — BiBtuarok has gouo to 
Frankfort to meet Knvre. 

Vsiisaili.es, il/ay 5 — Evening — There was 
considcrabla firing around Fort Issy to-day, 
but nothing of importance All attempts at 
conciliation are fruitless. Thiers has been 
depending upon tho co-operation of a party 
inside Paris, who promised to rise up against 
the Commune at tho moment Thiers should 
givo the signal. The movement was to have 
been made on Tuesday, but their courage 
lailed them ol the last moment and nothing 
was done. Negotiations aro now progressing 
for an armistice to effect a compromise, aud 
should that fail,MoMahon will carry the city 
by assault. 

Yixnna, May 5 — Tho Arch-Duchess Maria, 
daughter of the Ex-King Ferdinand Second 
of Naples and Sicily, and wife of tho Arch- 
Duko Charlea of Austria, died at tbo Imperial 
I'alnco hero yesterday. 

London, May 6 — Karl Cranvillo announced 
In tho House of Lords, to-night, that the 
Government had received official despatches 
confirming the reports of the safoty of Ur. 
Livingstone, also izivlng assurances that his 
immediate wants bad been provided for. Tho 
Lords pasaod tho bill tor the protection of life 
in Ireland. 

Iu the House of Commons, In reply to a 
question regarding tho progress made by 'bo 
7oint High Commission at Washington, ViS" 
count blnfield said a convention had not yot 
been signed, but ho was onabled to state that 
it had been agreed that the British claims 
should be heard by a Bpecial commission.

Nkw Yobk, May I — A Washington special 
to the I'otl says that a Chinese tract, which 
is translated into Kuglish, has been recuived 
hero. It abounds in the most horrible mis- 
representation ot tho Christian religion, and 
draws a fearful picture for the Chinese race it 
they any longer allow it to have a foothold in 
ihcir country.' Tbe belief expressed hero by 
high officials is that news may soon bu expected 
from Chin* which will cause some action on 
tne part of the administration on tho question 
of the lurther continuance of diplomatic rela- 
tions with that country.

in ton. Rut if we assume thul from any un • 
forseen couee^ wo should fail in having it 
completod within that lime, but that we iu 
good faith commoncod and progressed with 
the woik as rapidly un it was passible to do it, 
does any one believe that auy difficulty would 
uii-e from Buob n course or British Columb a 
could Dud fault ? I certainly do not, und 
while some honorable .renilouien have taken 
exception that it is so written in tho Bond, 
and that tho resolutions should be r< jocud 
aud bo again remitted back lor the consider- 
ation of Biitish Columbia, I thiuk such u 
course ia fraught with danger. The Parlia- 
ment of tbat couniry would at ooce olaim 
to open op and discusu each individual item 
ol the conditions, and thus defer indefinitely 
tbe consummation of what we so much desire,

Then consider tho national advantages 
that tnuet ucoare Irom ibis moasure. We uro 
now the third groutost maritime power 
in the world. At tbo pto6ont time Franco 
has not as much tonougo as wo have, and 
before ten years pass away wo will havo 
made great advances in maritime iuipoitunce, 
for the railways and public improvements 
nnw going on or in contemplation will 
stimulate industry and commerce, and our 
ships will have more than they can do. We 
have tbo timber, the coal, the fijh, to require 
the employment ol a largo amount of ton- 
nage and to givo employment lo a hardy 
maritime population. In conclusion, I will 
merely say that I am confident that the 
future historian of this country will 
refer in laudatory terras to tho 
action of Parliament if it adopts the resolu> 
lions whiob have been submitted for its con- 
sideration, and whiob I trust wil bo tbe 
means of consolidating Biitish power on this 
continent and forming a nationality whose 
limits East aud We«t will be the shores and 
ialandB of the Atlantic and Pacific (ap- 
plause.)
